The light rains followed 
by sunny days create ideal 
weather. conditions for 
plants and even better con- 
ditions for weeds. If you 
ordinarily have a difficult 
time getting shrubs and 
trees started now is an al- 
most fool-proof time for 
trying again. Nature pretty 
much takes care of every- 
thing until late spring and 
she rarely neglects her 
duty for a game of golf or 
an exciting ball game. 

Also now while weeds are 
small it requires less wor- 
ry, work, and weed oil to 
remove them. We mention 
weed oil because we sell a 
lot of it but there are also 
new chemicals that do an 
excellent job. Some of these 
you work into the top soil 
for long lasting weed con- 
trol around shrubs and 
roses. Others you spray 
on areas away from plants 
for more permanent weed 
elimination. 

Living Christmas trees 
are available this month 
although they are selling 
quickly and will soon be 
gone. These should not be 
kept indoors more than a 
few days even if watered. 
After Christmas they may 
be planted out or kept ina 
large tub. The air is drier 
here than in their native 
Oregon so a weekly wash- 
ing of the foliage is a 
necessary idea. In general 
they are not as easy as 
the magazine articles 
would have you believe.

Hamacher believes there 
will be little waste material 
in connection with the Ter- 
ra Bella operation, conse- 
quently no burning facil- 
ities are being constructed. 
A de-barking unit is being 
installed by the Salem 
Equipment company, and 
bark, shavings and chips 
will be sold to a paper 
company.

The plant will operate on 
a year-around basis, with 
from 20 to 40 men em- 
ployed at Terra Bella, plus 
others employed by con- 
tractors in the woods, and 
for trucking of logs.

Hamacher first came to 
this area three years ago, 
following the purchase of 
timber in the mountains. 
He considered Porterville 
as site for a mill, also 
other locations along the 
railroads, then settled on 
Terra Bella.
